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ON DISPLAY IN SYMPHONY HALL 

Using archival materials displayed on the orchestra and first-balcony levels of Symphony 
Hall, this season's BSO Archives exhibit recognizes three significant anniversaries. 

CELEBRATING THE BERNSTEIN CENTENNIAL 

Anticipating the iooth anniversary on August 25, 2018, next summer of Leonard 
Bernstein's birth, the Archives has assembled materials documenting Bernstein's 
Boston roots and his deep, lifelong connection with the BSO, Tanglewood, and the 
Tanglewood Music Center. 

• An exhibit in the Brooke Corridor focuses on Bernstein's early connections with Boston 
and the BSO. 

• An exhibit case on the first balcony, audience-right, is devoted to the world premiere of 
Bernstein's opera Trouble in Tahiti on June 12, 1952, as part of a Creative Arts Festival 
at Brandeis University in which many BSO members performed. 

• An exhibit case on the first balcony, audience-left, documents BSO performances of Bee¬ 
thoven's Missa Solemnis at Tanglewood in 1951,1955, and 1971 led by Leonard Bernstein in 
memory of his mentor, BSO conductor Serge Koussevitzlcy. 

• A display in the Cabot-Cahners Room of photographs, musical scores, and memorabilia 
documents the BSO premieres of works by Leonard Bernstein and B SO-commissioned 
works by Bernstein himself. 

MARKING THE IOOTH ANNIVERSARY OF THE BSO'S FIRST RECORDINGS IN 1917 

One hundred years ago the BSO traveled to Camden, New Jersey, to make its very first 
recordings for the Victor Talking Machine Co. (later RCA Victor). 

• An exhibit near the backstage door in the Brooke Corridor focuses on the turbulent World 
War I era during which the BSO's first recordings were made. 

• A display on the first balcony, audience-left, documents the BSO’s first recording sessions 
of October 2-5,1917.

• In the Hatch Corridor, material on loan from the BYSO Archives documents both its own 
history and its ongoing partnership with the BSO.

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Having celebrated his twentieth anniversary as Boston Pops Conductor in 2015, Keith 
Lockhart is the second longest-tenured conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra since its 
founding in 1885. He took over as conductor in 1995, following John Williams's thirteen- 
year tenure from 1980 to 1993; Mr. Williams succeeded the legendary Arthur Fiedler, who 
was at the helm of the orchestra for nearly fifty years. During his tenure, Keith Lockhart 
has significantly expanded the orchestra's programming, focused on national annual tour¬ 
ing, and participated in major media events. He has solidified the Pops's place in the fabric 
of the New England community and has led the Boston Pops in countless performance 
situations. The list of more than 250 guest artists with whom he has collaborated is a 
virtual "who's who" of performers and pop culture icons. 

Keith Lockhart has conducted more than 1,800 Boston Pops concerts, most of which 
have taken place during the orchestra's spring and holiday seasons in Boston's historic 
Symphony Hall. Mr. Lockhart has also led annual Boston Pops appearances at Tangle- 
wood, 42 national tours to 146 cities in 37 states, and four international tours to Japan 
and Korea. He and the Pops have participated in such high-profile sporting events as 
Super Bowl XXXVI, the 2008 NBA finals, the 2013 Boston Red Sox Ring Ceremony, and 
the Red Sox Opening Day game at Fenway Park in 2009. The annual July 4 Boston Pops 
Fireworks Spectacular draws a live audience of 800,000 to the Charles River Esplanade 
and millions more who view it on television or live webcast. In 2017, with Eaton Vance as 
presenting sponsor and Bloomberg a major sponsor and media partner, the Pops orga¬ 
nization presented its first self-produced Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular, which was 
broadcast on Bloomberg Television and all its media outlets. 

Mr. Lockhart has led eight albums on the RCA Victor/BMG Classics label, including two— 
The Celtic Album and The Latin Album— that earned Grammy nominations. Recent releases 
on Boston Pops Recordings include The Red Sox Album, A Boston Pops Christmas-Live 
from Symphony Hall, and The Dream Lives On: A Portrait of the Kennedy Brothers, which 


was a Boston Pops commission premiered in 2010 during the orchestra's 125th season. 
Released at the beginning of the 2017 Pops season, Lights, Camera...Music! Six Decades of 
John Williams features Keith Lockhart leading the Boston Pops in a collection of Williams's 
compositions from the 1960s onward, some of which can be considered rarities. 

Programming-wise, Keith Lockhart has put an increased focus on musical theater, attract¬ 
ing such leading Broadway artists as Kristin Chenoweth, Idina Menzel, Kelli O'Hara, 
Bernadette Peters, and Billy Porter to the Pops stage. He has worked closely with hundreds 
of talented young musicians, including Fellows of the Tanglewood Music Center, college 
students from the Boston Conservatory and Berklee College of Music, and area high 
school students. He introduced the PopSearch talent competition and the innovative 
JazzFest and EdgeFest series, featuring prominent jazz and indie artists performing with 
the Pops. He is dedicated to building and updating the Boston Pops library of music, which 
contains over five thousand arrangements. 

With a renewed commitment to bring the Boston Pops into the Boston community and 
to important civic events, Keith Lockhart and the Pops have appeared at gubernatorial 
and mayoral inauguration ceremonies; the annual tree lighting in Boston's Public Garden; 
sporting events including Red Sox, Patriots, Bruins, and Celtics games; and the memorial 
service for the Boston Marathon bombing victims. He has led free concerts in such major 
public spaces as Boston Common and Franklin Park, and each holiday season brings 
members of the Pops to play for patients at Children's Hospital. 

Perhaps the most significant key to Keith Lockhart's success is his ability to connect pas¬ 
sionately with audiences through his engaging programs, his commitment to speaking 
directly from the stage with fascinating insights into the music, and his inherent under¬ 
standing of the importance of what sets the Pops experience apart from a traditional 
orchestra concert—an atmosphere of music-making that is both fun and entertaining for 
music lovers of all ages. 

In addition to occupying the Julian and Eunice Cohen Boston Pops Conductor chair, Keith 
Lockhart currently serves as principal conductor of the BBC Concert Orchestra in London, 
which he led in the June 2012 Diamond Jubilee Concert for Queen Elizabeth II, and as 
artistic director of the Brevard Music Center summer institute and festival in North 
Carolina. Prior to his BBC appointment, he spent eleven years as music director of the 
Utah Symphony, which he led at the 2002 Olympic Winter Games in Salt Lake City. He 
has appeared as a guest conductor with virtually every major symphonic ensemble in 
North America, as well as several in Asia and Europe. Prior to coming to Boston, he was 
the associate conductor of both the Cincinnati Symphony and Cincinnati Pops orchestras, 
as well as music director of the Cincinnati Chamber Orchestra. Born in Poughkeepsie, NY, 
Keith Lockhart began his musical studies with piano lessons at the age of seven. He holds 
degrees from Furman University and Carnegie Mellon University, and honorary doctor¬ 
ates from several American universities. Visit keithlockhart.com for further information. 
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In a career spanning six decades, John Williams has become one of America's most 
accomplished and successful composers for film and for the concert stage; he remains 
one of our nation's most distinguished and contributive musical voices. In January 1980, 
Mr. Williams was named nineteenth conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra, succeed¬ 
ing the legendary Arthur Fiedler. He currently holds the title of George and Roberta 
Berry Boston Pops Conductor Laureate, which he assumed following his retirement in 
December 1993, after fourteen highly successful seasons. He also holds the title of 
Artist-in-Residence at Tanglewood and maintains thriving artistic relationships with 
many of the world's great orchestras. His 40-year artistic partnership with director 
Steven Spielberg has resulted in such acclaimed and successful films as Schindler's List , 
E.T. The Extra-Terrestrial , Jaws , Jurassic Park, Close Encounters of the Third Kind, the Indiana 
Jones films, Lincoln, and Saving Private Ryan. Mr. Williams also composed the scores for 
all the Star Wars films, the first three Harry Potter films, and Superman, among many 
others. His most recent film project was Steven Spielberg's The Post. With five Academy 
Awards and fifty Oscar nominations, he is the Academy's most-nominated living person. 
For television, he wrote scores for many early anthology series and the themes for NBC 
Nightly News ("The Mission"), NBC's Meet the Press, and PBS's Great Performances. 

His works for the concert stage include two symphonies, and concertos for violin, viola, 
cello, flute, oboe, clarinet, bassoon, horn, trumpet, and tuba. Mr. Williams has composed 
music for many important cultural and commemorative events, including "Liberty Fan¬ 
fare" for the rededication of the Statue of Liberty, "American Journey" for the America's 
Millennium concert in Washington, D.C., and themes for the 1984,1988, and 1996 
Summer Olympic Games, and the 2002 Winter Olympic Games. John Williams is a 
recipient of the National Medal of Arts, the highest award given to artists by the United 
States Government; the Olympic Order, the IOC's highest honor; and the Kennedy 
Center Honor. He composed and arranged "Air and Simple Gifts" especially for the 
January 2009 inaugural ceremony of President Barack Obama. In June 2016 he received 
the 44th Life Achievement Award from the American Film Institute (AFI).

James Burton was appointed Conductor of the Tanglewood Festival Chorus, and to the 
new position of BSO Choral Director, in February 2017; he is making his Boston Pops con¬ 
ducting debut during the 2017 Holiday Pops season. Born in London, Mr. Burton 
began his training at the Choir of Westminster Abbey, where he became head 
chorister. He was a choral scholar at St. John's College, Cambridge, and holds a 
master's degree in orchestral conducting from the Peabody Conservatory, where 
he studied with Frederik Prausnitz and Gustav Meier. He has conducted concerts 
with the Royal Liverpool Philharmonic, the Orchestra of the Age of Enlightenment, 
the Halle, the Orchestra of Scottish Opera, Royal Northern Sinfonia, BBC Concert 
Orchestra, and Manchester Camerata; in early 2016 he made his debut with the 
Orquestra Sinfonica Nacional with concerts in the Palacio de Bellas Artes in Mexico City. 
Opera credits include Don Giovanni and La boheme at English National Opera, Cos) fan tutte 
with English Touring Opera, The Magic Flute for Garsington, and Gianni Schicchi and Suor 
Angelica at the Prague Summer Nights Festival. He has served on the music staff of the 
Metropolitan Opera, Opera de Paris, English National Opera, Opera Rara, and Garsington 
Opera, where he was honored with the Leonard Ingrams Award in 2008. He has also 
conducted in London's West End and led a UK tour of Bernstein's Wonderful Town in 2012. 
His extensive choral conducting has included guest invitations with professional choirs 
including the Gabrieli Consort, Choir of the Enlightenment, Wroclaw Philharmonic, and 
the BBC Singers, with whom he performed at the Dubai Opera house in its inaugural sea¬ 
son earlier this year. From 2002 to 2009 he served as choral director at the Halle Orches¬ 
tra, where he was music director of the Halle Choir and founding conductor of the Halle 
Youth Choir, winning the Gramophone Choral Award in 2009. He returned to Manchester 
in 2014, preparing the choirs for a Grammy-nominated recording under Sir Mark Elder 
of Vaughan Williams's A Sea Symphony.

He collaborates regularly with leading young musicians and in 2017 
appeared as guest director of the National Youth Choir of Japan and the Princeton Univer¬ 
sity Glee Club, as well as the Genesis Sixteen. He teaches conducting, and has given mas¬ 
ter classes at the Royal Academy of Music and the Royal Welsh College of Music. In 2011 
he founded a conducting scholarship with Schola Cantorum of Oxford. His compositions 
and arrangements have been performed internationally, and his orchestral arrangements 
for Arlo Guthrie have been performed by the Boston Pops, by many other leading U.S.

Rep, directed by Will LeBow). Jeremiah Kissel is the recipient of the first Elliot Norton

In addition he has received several IRNE awards and the Helen 
Hayes Award; in 2003 he was presented with the Elliot Norton Prize for Sustained Excel¬ 
lence.

During the 2017-18 season at Symphony Hall, the Tanglewood Festival Chorus joins the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra for works by Berlioz, Bernstein, Grieg, Mahler, Ravel, and 
Schumann. Originally formed under the joint sponsorship of Boston University and the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra, the all-volunteer Tanglewood Festival Chorus was estab¬ 
lished in 1970 by its founding conductor John Oliver, who stepped down from his leader¬ 
ship position with the TFC in at the end of the 2014 Tanglewood season and now holds 
the lifetime title of Founder and Conductor Laureate; he occupies the Donald and Laurie 
Peck Master Teacher Chair at the Tanglewood Music Center. In February 2017, having pre¬ 
pared the chorus for that month's BSO performances of Bach's B minor Mass led by Andris 
Nelsons, the British-born James Burton was named the new Conductor of the Tanglewood 
Festival Chorus, also being appointed to the newly created position of BSO Choral Director. 
Though first established for performances at the BSO's summer home, the Tanglewood 
Festival Chorus was soon playing a major role in the BSO's subscription season as well as 
BSO concerts at Carnegie Hall. Now numbering more than 300 members, the ensemble 
performs year-round with the Boston Symphony and Boston Pops. The chorus has per¬ 
formed overseas under Seiji Ozawa, James Levine, and Bernard Haitink. In August 2011, 
with John Oliver conducting and soloist Stephanie Blythe, the TFC gave the world premiere 
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of Alan Smith's An Unknown Sphere for mezzo-soprano and chorus, commissioned by the 
BSO for the ensemble's fortieth anniversary. The chorus has made dozens of recordings 
with the BSO and Boston Pops; performed its Jordan Hall debut program at the New 
England Conservatory of Music in May 2004; had the honor of singing at Sen. Edward 
Kennedy's funeral; has performed with the Boston Pops for the Boston Red Sox and Boston 
Celtics; and can also be heard on several movie soundtracks. Throughout its history, the 
TFC has established itself as a favorite of conductors, soloists, critics, and audiences alike.

Please note: In consideration of our artists and patrons, late seating will take place only during the 
seating break approximately five minutes after the start of each performance. 

Smoking is not permitted anywhere in Symphony Hall. 

Camera and recording equipment may not be brought into Symphony Hall during concerts. 

To avoid delays in food service, patrons at tables are encouraged to place their orders as early 
as possible. 

Patrons who bring bags to Symphony Hall are subject to mandatory inspections before entering the 
building. 

In the event of a building emergency, patrons will be notified by an announcement from the stage. 
Should the building need to be evacuated, please exit via the nearest door (see map on opposite 
page), or according to instructions. 

The Box Office is open from 10 a.m. until 6 p.m. Monday through Friday, or until a half-hour past 
starting time on performance evenings. On Saturdays, the box office is open from 4 p.m. until 8:30 
p.m. when there is a concert, but is otherwise closed. For an early Saturday or Sunday performance, 
the box office is generally open two hours before concert time. 

To purchase Boston Pops tickets: American Express, MasterCard, Visa, Diners Club, Discover, 
a personal check, and cash are accepted at the box office. To charge tickets instantly on a major 
credit card, call "SymphonyCharge" at (617) 266-1200, from 10am until 5pm Monday through 
Friday and from 12:30pm until 4:30pm on Saturday. Outside the 617 area code, phone 1-888-266- 
1200. As noted above, tickets can also be purchased online. There is a handling fee of $6.50 for 
each ticket ordered by phone or online. 

First aid facilities for both men and women are available. On-call physicians attending concerts 
should leave their names and seat locations at the Cohen Wing entrance on Huntington Avenue. 

For patrons with disabilities, elevator access to Symphony Hall is available at both the Massachu¬ 
setts Avenue and Cohen Wing entrances. An access service center, large print programs, and 
accessible restrooms are available inside the Cohen Wing. For more information, call the Access 
Services Administrator line at (617) 638-9431 or TDD/TTY (617) 638-9289. 

Elevators are located outside the O'Block/Kay and Cabot-Cahners rooms on the Massachusetts

RBTV endeavors to inspire young people to succeed in spite of their circumstances 
and helps them to discover their own God-given potential. RBTV, set within a 305 -acre retreat, houses 
130 young men each summer over seven years to develop them in all areas of life. RBTV continues that 
guidance year-round through meetings and events designed to keep each camper connected to the 
values to which they have committed. In addition to that program, RBTV conducts ancillary weekend 
retreats and other events to broaden exposure to its core values of love, peace, patience, and humility.

Saint John Paul II Catholic Academy was formed in 2008 as part of the Archdiocese of Bostons plan to 
revitalize inner-city Catholic education. The Academy is the largest elementary school in Boston (private 
or public), serving nearly 1,300 students in grades Preschool to Eight on four campuses in Dorchester 
(three) and Mattapan (one). Because of its size, complexity, and location, the Academy is the flagship pilot 
school in efforts led by Boston business and civic leaders to educate children in a safe, nurturing, and 
academically robust environment and in a manner that has proven to be fiscally sound. 

UNITED SOUTH END SETTLEMENTS/CAMP HALE 

Camp Hale is United South End Settlements flagship youth development program, which uses the 
traditional summer sleepaway experience to foster personal growth, environmental awareness, and 
leadership development. Established in 1900, Camp Hale operates on the belief that all youth, particularly 
those from urban environments, will benefit from challenging opportunities for physical, mental, and social 
growth and development. The goal of Camp Hale is for each camper to leave camp with an enhanced sense 
of well-being, improved social skills, and awareness of personal potential. Each summer, 200 young men 
and women ages 6 to 15 years old head to lakeside cabins in the heart of the White Mountains, located on 
Squam Lake in New Hampshire. Residential camping allows the campers to engage in a long list of activities 
including canoeing, swimming, archery, hiking, fishing, ecology, camping skills, and just enjoying the mountain 
air. Ultimately, we seek to ensure that these skills stay with them well into the future and benefit them in 
other endeavors such as school, work, sports, conflict resolution, and interpersonal relationships.

THE MIDTOWN MEN 



The Midtown Men (Christian Hoff, Michael Longoria, Daniel Reichard, and J. Robert Spencer) 
reunites stars from the smash Broadway hit musical Jersey Boys: The Story of Frankie VaHi 
and The Four Seasons. 

Formed in 2010, the popular vocal group has been widely praised for its signature renditions 
of the greatest rock and roll songs of the 1960s. Together, they have played over 650 concerts 
in North America and China, and they have been featured alongside more than 30 symphonic 
ensembles, including the Boston Pops and the National Symphony. Featuring stories and songs, 
The Midtown Men s acclaimed concert highlights classic songs originated by the Four Seasons, 
the Beatles, the Beach Boys, the Temptations, and more. Television audiences have enjoyed 
The Midtown Men on Good Morning America , The Today Show , The C/iew, Katie , and Access 
Flollywood. Their holiday single, “All Alone On Christmas,” which they recorded with Stevie Van 
Zandt and members of Bruce Springsteen s E Street Band, plays yearly across radio airwaves. The 
Midtown Men first appeared with Keith Lockhart and the Boston Pops Orchestra in May 2015. 











TANGLEWOOD FESTIVAL CHORUS 

JAMES BURTON, CONDUCTOR AND BSO CHORAL DIRECTOR 

Alan J. and Suzanne W. Dworsky chair 

JOHN OLIVER, FOUNDER AND CONDUCTOR LAUREATE 

This season at Symphony Hall, the Tanglewood Festival Chorus joins the Boston Symphony Orchestra 
for works by Berlioz, Bernstein, Grieg, Mahler, Ravel, and Schumann. Originally formed under the joint 
sponsorship of Boston University and the Boston Symphony Orchestra, the all-volunteer Tanglewood 
Festival Chorus was established in 1970 by its founding conductor, John Oliver. Mr. Oliver stepped down 
from his leadership position with the TFC at the end of the 2014 Tanglewood season and now holds 
the lifetime title of Founder and Conductor Laureate; he occupies the Donald and Laurie Peck Master 
Teacher Chair at the Tanglewood Music Center. In February 2017 , having prepared the chorus for that 
months BSO performances of Bachs B minor Mass led by Andris Nelsons, the British-born James Burton 
was named the new Conductor of the Tanglewood Festival Chorus, also being appointed to the newly 
created position of BSO Choral Director. Though first established for performances at the BSO s summer 
home, the chorus was soon playing a major role in the BSOs subscription season as well as in BSO 
concerts at Carnegie Hall. Now numbering more than 300 members, the ensemble performs year-round 
with the Boston Symphony and Boston Pops. The chorus has performed overseas under Seiji Ozawa, 
James Levine, and Bernard Haitink. In August 2011, with John Oliver conducting and soloist Stephanie 
Blythe, the TFC gave the world premiere of Alan Smith s An Unknown Sphere for mezzo-soprano and 
chorus, commissioned by the BSO for the ensembles 40 th anniversary. The chorus has made dozens 
of recordings with the BSO and Boston Pops; performed its Jordan Hall debut program at the New 
England Conservatory of Music in May 2004; had the honor of singing at Sen. Edward Kennedy's funeral; 
performed with the Boston Pops for the Boston Red Sox and Boston Celtics; and can also be heard 
on several movie soundtracks. Throughout its history, the TFC has established itself as a favorite of 
conductors, soloists, critics, and audiences alike. 



JAMES BURTON 

James Burton was appointed Conductor of the Tanglewood 
Festival Chorus, and to the new position of BSO Choral Director, 
in February 2017 ; he occupies the Alan J. and Suzanne W. Dworsky 
chair. Born in London, Mr. Burton began his training at the Choir 
of Westminster Abbey and continued at St. Johns College, 
Cambridge, and the Peabody Conservatory. He has conducted 
the Royal Liverpool Philharmonic, the Orchestra of the Age of 
Enlightenment, the Halle, the Orchestra of Scottish Opera, Royal 
Northern Sinfonia, BBC Concert Orchestra, and Manchester 
Camerata; in early 2016 , he made his Orquestra Sinfonica Nacional 
debut with concerts in Mexico City. Opera credits include Don 
Giovanni and La boheme at English National Opera, Cos] fan tutte 
with English Touring Opera, The Magic Flute at Garsington, and 
Gianni Schicchi and Suor Angelica at the Prague Summer Nights 
Festival. While serving as the Halle Orchestra s choral director 
(2002-2009), he led the Choir and founded the Youth Choir, 
winning the 2009 Gramophone Choral Award. His compositions 
and arrangements have been performed internationally, and his 
orchestral arrangements for Arlo Guthrie have been performed 
by the Boston Pops, by many other leading U.S. orchestras, and 
at the Kennedy Center and Carnegie Hall. 



THE BOSTON POPS 


In 2018, the Boston Pops will enter its 133rd season of entertaining audiences in Boston and beyond. 
Boston Pops Conductor Keith Lockhart will mark his 24th year at the helm of the orchestra. 

In 1881, Civil War veteran Henry Lee Higginson founded the Boston Symphony Orchestra, calling its 
establishment “the dream of my life.” From the start he intended to present, in the warmer months, 
concerts of light classics and the popular music of the day. From a practical perspective, Higginson 
realized that these “lighter” performances would provide year-round employment for his musicians. 

In May 1885—a little more than a month before the inaugural “Promenade Concert”—German-born 
conductor Adolf Neuendorff, under the aegis of the BSO, conducted a series of “Popular Concerts” 
in the Boston Music Hall, where the audience sat in typical concert seating and no refreshments were 
served. On July 11,1885, Neuendorff—who became the first conductor of the Pops, before that name 
was officially adopted—led the first official “Promenade Concert,” distinguished from “Popular Concerts” 
by virtue of seating (tables and chairs instead of auditorium-style rows), program format (three parts 
divided by two intermissions, during which patrons could promenade around the concert hall), and the 
availability of food and beverages. For the rest of the 19th century, although formally called “Promenade 
Concerts,” they continued to be referred to informally as “Popular,” which eventually became shortened 
to “Pops,” the name officially adopted in 1900. The following year the orchestra performed for the first 
time in its new home, Symphony Hall. 

There were 17 Pops conductors—beginning with the aforementioned Adolf Neuendorff—who preceded 
the legendary Arthur Fiedler ( 1930 - 1979 ). The first American-born musician to lead the orchestra, Fiedler 
established the Boston Pops as a national icon. When John Williams ( 1980 - 1993 ) succeeded Fiedler in 
1980, he was the most highly acclaimed composer in Hollywood, and today, with 50 Academy Award 
nominations, he is the most-nominated living person in Academy history. With the Pops, Mr. Williams 
made a series of best-selling recordings, broadened and updated the Pops repertoire, and entertained 
audiences with live orchestral accompaniment to film clips of memorable movie scenes, many of which 
featured iconic music from his own scores. Keith Lockhart (1995-present) has led concerts spotlighting 
artists from virtually every corner of the entertainment world, all the while maintaining the Pops' appeal 
to its core audience. He has made 79 television shows, led 42 national and four overseas tours, led the 
Pops at several high-profile sports events, and recorded 14 albums. Mr. Lockharts tenure has been 
marked by a dramatic increase in touring, the orchestra's first Grammy nominations, the first major 
network national broadcast of the July Fourth concert on the Charles River Esplanade, and the release 
of the Boston Pops' first self-produced and self-distributed recordings. In 2017, the July Fourth concert 
opened a new page in its history, as the Pops organization presented its first self-produced Boston Pops 
Fireworks Spectacular. 




























KEITH LOCKHART 

Julian and Eunice Cohen Boston Pops Conductor 


Having celebrated his 20th anniversary as Boston Pops 
Conductor in 2015, Keith Lockhart is the second longest- 
tenured conductor of the Boston Pops Orchestra since 
its founding in 1885. He took over as conductor in 1995, 
following John Williams's 13-year tenure from 1980 to 1993; 
Mr. Williams succeeded the legendary Arthur Fiedler, 
who was at the helm of the orchestra for nearly 50 years. 
Mr. Lockhart has conducted more than 1,800 Boston 
Pops concerts, most of which have taken place during 
the orchestras spring and holiday seasons in Bostons 
historic Symphony Hall. He has also led annual Boston 
Pops appearances at Tanglewood, 42 national tours to 146 
cities in 35 states, and four international tours to Japan 
and Korea. The annual July Fourth Boston Pops concert 
draws a live audience of 800,000 to the Charles River 
Esplanade and millions more who view it on television 
or live webcast. In 2017, with Eaton Vance as presenting 
sponsor and Bloomberg as exclusive media partner, 
the Pops organization presented its first self-produced 
Boston Pops Fireworks Spectacular. 

Keith Lockhart has led eight albums on the RCA Victor/BMG Classics label, including two—The Celtic 
Album and The Latin Album— that earned Grammy nominations. Recent releases on Boston Pops 
Recordings include A Boston Pops Christmas-Live from Symphony Nall and The Dream Lives On: 

A Portrait of the Kennedy Brothers. Released at the beginning of the 2017 Pops season, Lights, 

Camera... Music! Six Decades of John Williams features Mr. Lockhart leading the Boston Pops in a 
collection of Williams's compositions from the 1960s onward, some of which can be considered rarities. 

The list of more than 250 guest artists with whom Keith Lockhart has collaborated is a virtual “who's 
who" of performers and pop culture icons. His increased focus on musical theater has attracted leading 
Broadway artists to the Pops stage. He has worked closely with hundreds of talented young musicians, 
including Fellows of the Tanglewood Music Center, college students from the Boston Conservatory 
and Berklee College of Music, and area high school students. He introduced the POPSearch talent 
competition and the innovative JazzFest and EdgeFest series, featuring prominent jazz and indie artists 
performing with the Pops. 

In addition to occupying the Julian and Eunice Cohen Boston Pops Conductor chair, Keith Lockhart 
currently serves as principal conductor of the BBC Concert Orchestra in London, which he led in the 
June 2012 Diamond Jubilee Concert for Queen Elizabeth II, and as artistic director of the Brevard 
Music Center summer institute and festival in North Carolina. Prior to his BBC appointment, he spent 
ll years as music director of the Utah Symphony, which he led at the 2002 Olympic Winter Games in 
Salt Lake City. He has appeared as a guest conductor with virtually every major symphonic ensemble in 
North America, as well as several in Asia and Europe. Prior to coming to Boston, he was the associate 
conductor of both the Cincinnati Symphony and Cincinnati Pops orchestras, as well as music director 
of the Cincinnati Chamber Orchestra. Born in Poughkeepsie, NY, Mr. Lockhart began his musical 
studies with piano lessons at the age of seven. He holds degrees from Furman University and Carnegie 
Mellon University, and honorary doctorates from several American universities. Visit keithlockhart.com 
for further information.
